December, 1990 under the provisions of Maharashtra 
Co -op . Societies Act, 1960 as in force in the State of Goa 
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( hereinafter referred to as the " said Act " ) and the 
Co -op . Societies Rules , 1962 (hereinafter referred to as 
the " said Rules " ) under code symbol No. ARCS /CZ / 8 ( a ) 
-57 /Goa and was classified as a " Credit Resource 
Society " under sub -classification 8 (a ) in terms of Rule 
9 (1 ) of the Co - op . Societies Rules , 1962 to fulfill the 
objects as enshrined in bye - law No. 4 of the society. 


is also possibility of enhancing the amount of 
misappropriation by Shri Dhume and therefore , 
requested to take suitable action against Shri Dhume. 
for recovery of the misappropriated amount . 


2. And whereas, as per bye- law No. 33 , the 
Management of the society shall be carried on by a 
Managing Committee consisting of 9 members . The 
Committee shall be elected for a period of 3 years and 
all the elected 9 members shallbe eligible for re - election . 


7. And whereas, Shri Ghanasham Madkaikar,member 
of the society vide its letter dated 7-3-2003 had informed 
that the Managing Committee of Inland Water Transport 
Employees Co- op . Credit Society Ltd.,Marine Workshop . 
Betim in ts meeting held on 6-3-2003 has resolved to 
request this office to appoint an administrator to manage 
the affairs of the society till the new Managing 
Committee is elected in view of the fact that the present 
Chairman Shri Shriram P. Dhume absconding from duties 
and moreover the post of vice -chairman and secretary 
being vacant. 


3. And whereas , the election to the Managing 
Committee as per the provisions of bye -law No. 33 of 
the bye -laws of the society was held on 5th May , 2000 
and the Managing Committee consisting of 9 members 
was elected for a period of 3 years to manage the affairs 
of the society. However, the term of the present 
Managing Committee of the society will be expiring on 
4th May, 2003. 


4. And whereas , as per bye - law No. 39 ( 12 ) the 
maximum cash which could be maintained in hand by 
the official of the society is equivalent to 0.1 % of paid 
up share capital considering the above the maximum 
cash which could be maintained in hand works out to 
Rs. 1728 /-. However, it is observed from the special report 
dated 31-3-2003 submitted by the Auditor that Shri 
Dhume, Chairman has retained huge amount of 
Rs. 12,47,897 = 54 as cash in hand upto 16-1-2003 & finally 
misappropriated the same which amounts to violation 
of provisions of bye - law No. 39 ( 12) of the bye -laws of 
the society. 


An whereas , the undersigned is of the opinion that 
if the existing situation is allowed to continue the 
function of the society has or is likely to come to a 
standstill and it is expedient that immediate action is 
required to be taken in terms of provisions of clause (e ) 
of sub -section ( 1 ) of Section 77A of the said Act and 
satisfied that it is not reasonably practical to publish 
a notice as contemplated in the first proviso to Section 
77A ( 1 ) of the said Act. Moreover, the Members of the 
Managing Committee in its meeting held on 6-3-2003 
vide resolution No. 4 have unanimously resolved to 
request the Asstt . Registrar of Co- op . Societies , Central 
Zone, Panaji to appoint an Administrator to manage the 
affairs of the society . I, P. K. Patidar, Registrar of 
Co - operative Societies, Goa , therefore , in exercise of the 
powers.vested under Section 77A of the said Act pass 
the following order :

5. And whereas, vide letter dated 26-2-2003 addressed 
to the Asstt .

However, the request of 
Shri Shriram P. Dhume cannot be considered as sizeable 
cash of the society has been blocked in misappropria 
tion of society s fund as a result the day to day affairs 
of the society could not be carried out and if this 
continue the functoning of the society is likely to come 
to standstill.
